I. Tin* <1 1 it* execution u!’ any deed, Power of Attorney or other power or 
inslrument in writing made mid executed in any place in the United Kingdom 
or elsewhere in the I British Empire may he proved in any civil cause or matter 
by the acknowledgment of the party so executing the same or hy the declara¬ 
tion o| a subscribing witness thereto sworn or made in any of the following 
wavs:- 
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before and purporting to he attested under the hand and seal of 
any Notary Public in His Majesty’s Dominions; 

before and purporting to be attested under the hand and seal of 
the Governor or other officer administering the Government or the 
Chief or Senior Justice of any Court in any Colony or possession 
in His Majesty’s Dominions; or 
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before the Mayor or other Chief 
United Kingdom and purporting to 
tla* public seal of such town.

I he due execution of any deed. Power of Attorney or other power or 
instrument in writing made or executed in any place outside the United King¬ 
dom or the Pritish Empire may be proved by the acknowledgment of the party 
so executing the same or by a declaration in writing by one of the attesting 
witnesses purporting to be made either 

i before any British Consul or Vice-Consul and attested by a eertilicate 
under the hand of such officer and the official seal of such British 
Consul or Vice-Consul endorsed on or annexed to the document 
proved; or 

ii before any Notary Public and attested hy a certilicale under 
his hand and the notarial seal of such notary ami authenticated 
bv a eertilicate from any British Consul or Vice-Consul bear¬ 
ing the official seal endorsed on or annexed to the document 
proved. 

.5. In the case of any document which under the provisions of these 
Hub's is receivable in evidence pmvided that the attestation or authentication 
°l due execution thereof purports to be certified, signed or sealed in the 

manner hereby directed, it shall not Ik* necessary to prove such certificate, sig¬ 
nature or seal, or the official character of the person appearing lo have signed 

the same. _-
